Mr. R, N. Tweedy said that Mr. Bruty’s

agreement with the newspapers, they 
organised a special service of a far more 
limited kind than that now being dealt with. 
That service was unsatisfactory, as the 
lorries, to make deliveries in time, had to run 
at excessive speeds, so that there were 
tremendous breakdowns. Negotiations began 
in February, 1931, between the company and 
the two newspapers, which at that time were 
the only newspapers distributing from 
Dublin, and, after prolonged discussion, an 
agreement was come to, to take effect from 
ay 4th, 1951, whereby an agreed special 
train was to be run under Schedule 6 for 
the transmission of the goods of the two 
newspaper companies exclusively and at an 
agreed price. 
Counsel could not understand how any- 
body other than Independent Newspapers 
and Irish Times, Lid., could complain as to 
price. He could not undegstand how anyone 
could say to the three parties to the agree- 
ment that it was unfair to him. Nothing 
was said by the railway company or the 
two newspapers which would make it appear 
that they were deliberately setting up a 
barrier inst the /rish Press, which was 
not circulating at the time. .

Aan Antarctic .Anniversery. 


The twenty-ninth of the present month 
brings the twentieth anniversary of one of 
the most tragic and most heroic episodes 
in the history of exploration. On that 
day, in a little tent pitched among the 
great frozen wastes around the South Pole, 
died Captain Robert Scott and his two 
companions, Dr. Wilson and Lieutenant 
Bowers. They were then only eleven miles 
from a relief dépét where, had they been 
able to struggle on through a terrible 
blizzard, they would have found food and 
fuel in plenty. On January 3rd, 1912, 
Scott, with four companions, had set forth 
for the South Pole on a long trek from 
Ross Island, only to discover, on attain- 
ing their goal, that the great Norwegian 
explorer, Amundsen, had got there first a 
month before, leaving a note in his own 
thandwriting bidding them “ Welcome to 
90 degrees.”

LESSON OF HOLY WEEK. 


THE RESPONSIBILITY FOR THE 
CRUCIFIXION. 


Holy Week brings God up-to-date, said the 
Bishop of Kilmore night, in the first of 
the series of sermons which he is delivering 
this week at Christ Church, Leeson Park. 
Dublin, because it made people realise that 
He was suffering through the selfishness, 
cruelty and injustice of His children. 

The crucifixion, said the Bishop, showed 
that God entered deliberately into the utter- 
most suffering that human nature could ex- 
perience. In one of the churches of Italy 
there was a picture which showed the nails 
piercing Christ’s hands, entering into the wood, 
and, through that, going into the hands of the 
dim, misty figure of God Himself behind. 
Though, perhaps. crude, the picture showed 
the conception of God suffering Himeelf from 
the crucifixion. 

This showed as, perhaps, no other thought 
about Him did that God entered into our 
daily lives, and that the Eastern idea of God 
sitting on a Throne in Heaven high above the 
world—an idea that had found its way into 
the West—was wrong. Surely the truth that 
Christ taught about God was that He was 
not up there, but down here among us. 

It was the selfishness and bigotry and other 
sins of the people of that time that were re- 
sponsible for the crucifixion, but were they 
not the sins that were bringing unhappiness 
and misery into the world to-day’ It showed 
that God could’ be hurt by the sins of the 
children He loved, and that whenever the 
were selfish, cruel, unjust and untrue to their 
manhood God was being hurt. It was the 
tragedy of a father being hurt by the selfish- 
ness of his own children.

in that area Moreover, the Ministrv 
knew that there had been a reign of 
terrorism in that area for a considerable 
period, and there had been much shooting 
and interference with Roman Catholics, 
and he suggested that the Government 
either ignored representations made to 
them, or failed absolutely to do anythira 
to provide adequate protection for the 
procession which was proceeding along, as 
it was entitled to do, on that particuiar | 
day.
